CONTRACT AWARDED 


The contract for the Central Academic 
Building has been awarded to Christensen 
d MacDonald Construction, Limited, of 
udmonton. The bid received—$2,547,442— 
was about one-half million dollars less 
than the University’s original estimate 
of the cost of the building.

Since the classroom and office space which 
this building will provide is urgently needed 
by September 1, 1970, a method of planning 
and contracting was used which will enable 
construction and detailed design to go on 
concurrently. 


Prime Consultant H. J. RICHARDS and sub- 
consultants Vinto Engineering and Allsopp 
Morgan Engineering, all of Edmonton, 
produced the schematic design of the 
building. From this design, contractors 
were presented performance specifications 
and space requirement outlining the things 
the building must do. its general size, 
and its appearance and contents, 


The contractors with their teams of 
architects, engineers, and other specialists, 
proposed in their bids the kinds of building 
systems and structure which would be both 
functional and economical and still meet 
the deadline. 


The type of proposal call used made it 
possible for contractors to make use of their 
construction expertise in cost control 
and construction methods. 


The building will provide 153,000 gross 
square feet of space in offices, classrooms, 
a major food facility, and lounge and study 
areas. It will also be a major pedestrian 
link between the Chemistry and Engineering 
buildings and the Cameron Library. It will 
provide much needed space for various 
departments while their permanent quarters in 
new buildings are under construction. 
The cost of the space under the winning 
contract—approximately $16.70 per square 
foot—is comparable to that of a commercial 
office building.

The 1,200- 
member association awarded its highest honor 
for Dr. Robblee’s long time and steady 
contribution to Poultry Science. 

From June 10 to 29, LESLIE R. GUE, 
Associate Professor of Educational 
Administration, visited Thailand to conduct a 
follow-up evaluation of the Faculty of 
Education Thailand Project program. Dr. Gue 
visited 13 operating Project schools and 
three orientation sessions, and interviewed 
61 of the 71 first and second group returnees. 

H. R. MACLEAN, Dean of Dentistry, was 
installed as President of the 6,000-member 
Canadian Dental Association at its annual 
meeting in Montreal in June. The national 
organization has representative governors 
from each of the ten provinces. 

LEONARD D. NELSON, Professor of Elementary 
Education, presented a paper on 
“Mathematics Laboratory Procedures for 
Upper Elementary School Students” at 
the summer meeting of the National Council 
of Teachers of Mathematics in Billings, 
Montana, from August 18 to 20. 

A. G. PERRONI, Associate Professor of 
Business Administration and Commerce, was 
awarded the Newcomen Award in Business 
History by the Newcomen Society of 
Downington, Pennsylvania. The award is given 
in recognition of contributions to the cause 
of material history. The Newcomen Society. 
founded in [923 to study material history 
as distinguished from political history, has 
17,000 members and a staff of 14 business and 
professional men in the United States and 
Canada. 

JUANITA CHAMBERS, Associate Professor 
of Educational Psychology, has been awarded 
a Canada Council Travel Assistance Grant 
to attend the Fourth International Seminar 
on Special Education from September 9 
to 12 in Cork, Ireland. Dr. Chambers has 
been invited to present her film “Troubled 
Children” at the seminar. 

Dr. Chambers has also been invited 
to serve on the editorial board of the 
Western Psychologist, the official journal of the 
Psychologists’ Association of Alberta, on 
whose council she serves as Chairman of Ethics.
